Falmouth Police Offi¬ 
cer Mike Coppage 
responded to the scene of 
a stolen motor vehicle just 
before 8 a.m. on Monday, 
June 30 after a city work 
truck was taken from the 
parking lot of a local busi¬ 
ness. According to reports, 
a man, unknown at the 
time of the crime, spotted 
a city of Falmouth truck 
with the keys in the igni¬ 
tion and the engine run¬ 
ning in a parking spot at 
BB's Super Store and took 
illegal possession of it. 

Falmouth police offi¬ 
cers had received informa¬ 
tion earlier about a Bel¬ 
levue man that had left the 
St. Elizabeth Drug and 
Alcohol Treatment Center 
on Maple Avenue by foot 
and was apparently trying 
to make his way back 
north. 
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A wireless communica¬ 
tions worker was killed at 
the top of a Verizon Wire¬ 
less mobile phone tower on 
Waits Road Wednesday

Bryce and 
his identical twin brother, 
Cohen, who weighed 2 lbs 
12 ozs, were bom to Matt 
and Casey (Wood) Croley 
on May 17, 2009. 

Casey found out at 16 
weeks of her pregnancy 
that her babies had Twin to 
Twin Transfusion Syn¬ 
drome (TITS). This is a 
disease of the placenta that 
affects identical twin preg¬ 
nancies. The shared pla¬ 
centa contains abnormal 
blood vessels, which con¬ 
nect the umbilical cords 
and circulations of the 
twins. The common pla¬ 
centa may also be shared 
unequally by the twins, 
and one twin may have a 
share too small to provide 


the necessary nutrients to 
grow normally or even sur¬ 
vive. 

The transfusion causes 
the donor twin to have 
decreased blood volume. 
This in turn leads to slower 


than normal growth that its 
co-twin, and poor urinary 
output causing little to no 


amniotic fluid. The events 
in pregnancy that lead to 
TTTS are all random 
events that have no prima¬ 
ry prevention, nor is it 
caused by anything the 
parents did or did not do. 
TTTS can happen to any¬ 
one and can occur at any 
time during pregnancy, 


even while a mother is in 
labor at term.

even while a mother is in 
labor at term. 

At 20 weeks pre term labor 
sent Casey to Good Samaritan 
Hospital in Cincinnati for 
what was meant to be a brief 
visit but turned into a 54 day 
stay 

Casey had labor pains 
daily and was given medica¬ 
tion to control her contrac¬ 
tions via intravenous (iv) ther¬ 
apy. At 24 weeks, she was 
found to have septicemia 
(blood poisoning) from the iv 
line. Fluid issues developed at 
26 weeks where it was discov¬ 
ered that all of the amniotic 
fluid was around Cohen and 
none around Bryce. 

Amniotic fluid is impor¬ 
tant for several reasons — it 
helps keep the baby warm, and 
because his body parts are 
growing so fast, the fluid pro¬ 
vides lubrication that keeps 
them from growing together. 
In some cases, fingers and toes 
can become webbed as a result 
of not enough amniotic fluid 
circulating in the uterus. 
Amniotic fluid also helps the 
baby's lungs develop. 

The amniotic fluid also 
lets the baby move easily so he 
can exercise his muscles and 
strengthen his bones before 
he’s born. Amniotic reduction 
was done to put fluid around 
Bryce. 

Casey made it to week 28 
and one day before giving 
birth by a caesarean section. 

"I didn't hear a cry and 
only saw Cohen briefly," 
recalled Casey. "I didn't see 
Bryce for hours." 

"At first Cohen was not 
doing well, then on the third 
day he started doing better. 
Then Bryce began doing 
worse." 

The doctors made every 
effort to help Bryce, but they 
advised Casey and Matt that 
they were losing him. They 
suggested they baptize their 
son and prepare for his death. 
"I prayed and prayed," shared 
Casey. "And hours later he 
began to respond to what he'd 
not been responding to 
before." 

There was some relief for 
the parents, but only briefly. 
The doctors now advised them 
that Bryce had a brain bleed. 
They began to talk about dis¬ 
continuing treatments. This 
was a heart wrenching 
moment. 

Fortunately in Bryce's case 
the doctors were wrong. 
Granted his young life has not 
been without its struggles. He 
spent the first five and half 
months in the hospital, while 
his twin, Cohen went home at 
three months. 

At age two, Bryce was 
diagnosed with cerebral palsy 
and hydrocephalus, a result of 
the brain bleed injury. Cere¬ 
bral palsy (CP) is a general 
term for a group of perma-

eyes of his crew. The man 
was later identified as 
28-year-old Joel Metz, a 
father of four from India¬ 
napolis, according to a 
report from Harrison Coun¬ 
ty Sheriff Bruce Hampton. 

The other three men 
involved in the installation 
managed to escape physical 
harm in the accident, 
Hampton said. The sheriff 
was on the scene through¬ 
out the recovery effort. 

According to the Sher¬ 
iff’s report, the four-man 
crew was nearing the end of 
a project to replace an 
antenna array at the top of 
the tower.

Hydrocephalus is a condition 
in which the primary charac¬ 
teristic is excessive accumula¬ 
tion of fluid in the brain. 
Although hydrocephalus was 
once known as "water on the 
brain," the "water" is actually 
cerebrospinal fluid (CSF) — a 
clear fluid that surrounds the 
brain and spinal cord. The 
excessive accumulation of CSF 
results in an abnormal widen¬ 
ing of spaces in the brain 
called ventricles. This widen¬ 
ing creates potentially harmful 
pressure on the tissues of the 
brain. 

In his short lifetime Bryce has 
had 13 surgeries, 11 of them 
brain surgeries. He has two 
shunts, a narrow tube that 
allows excess cerebrospinal 
fluid (CSF) that has built-up 
inside the skull to drain out 
into another part of the body. 
Last summer he had spine 
surgery and is facing more 
surgeries along the way. 

"We just wanted him to be 
happy," said Casey. "And he 
is. He's so happy. He's the 
happiest kid you ever saw." 

"He eats and breaths on 
his own. He loves watching all 
kinds of sports. " 

Bryce can't speak verbally, 
but he has his own way of 
communicating. He says "yes" 
or "no" by moving his head 
and his mother said he's very 
in tune to everybody's feel¬ 
ings. 

Bryce is still a small-sized 
miracle. He and his brother 


turned five years of age this 
year. Cohen weighs 44 lbs 
while Bryce is quite a bit 
smaller at 26 lbs. 

Their mother said it's hard 
to explain to Cohen why Bryce 
can't do the things other kids 
do. Even so she says the boys 
have a special bond, which not 
all kids do. "We worried they 
wouldn't bond and there was a 
little bit of struggle at first." 

"Cohen is a good helper," 
she shares proudly. "He moti¬ 
vates Bryce." 

Bryce with the love and 
support of his family is prov¬ 
ing that size doesn't matter 
when you're a miracle of life. 

He will be starting kinder¬ 
garten this fall at Campbell 
Ridge Elementary in Camp¬ 
bell County and he will be 
attending in a regular class¬ 
room. Tests have shown him 
to be at the same cognitive 
level as his peers. 

Bryce will communicate 
with his teacher by means of 
eye gaze communications. Eye 
gaze was invented in the early 
1980s. It uses infrared light 
and camera to lock onto eye 
movements, track them and 
allow the user to control a 
computer in the blink of an 
eye. 

The Aaron W. Perlman 
through Cincinnati Childrens 
Hospital introduced the 
Coleys to the eye gaze com¬ 
munication system. The 
experts of the Aaron W. Perl¬ 
man Center are renowned for 
providing children who have 
physical disabilities with the 
therapy and support they need 
to thrive.

Blue Grass Energy 
employees arrived to safely 
remove fallen cables that 
had draped themselves over 
the electric lines during the 
accident. 

Into the evening, the 
Northern Kentucky Techni¬ 
cal Rescue team was invited 
to implement a safe retrieval 
plan, Hampton said. The 
rescue team is made up of 
highly skilled fire and rescue 
specialists who could bring 
the proper equipment and 
experience to bear on the 
scene. 

As of 9 p.m. Wednesday 
night, July 2, retrieval efforts 
were still ongoing. 

The identity of the other 
three workers, and the com¬ 
pany with whom they 
worked, was withheld. The 
workers were from outside 
the state of Kentucky, 
Hampton said.

Members of Falmouth 
Rotary Club knew that 
Myron was sick, seriously 
sick, but we were unprepared 
for his sudden passing. Sev¬ 
eral from our Club had vis¬ 
ited him in the hospital as 
did I on the evening he had 
his heart attack. I found him 
with a former cheerleader 
from Morehead State Uni¬ 
versity (MSU), and he was 
alert, cordial, and lucid. 
When we learned later that 
he had taken a turn for the 
worse and was in a coma, we 
were shocked and became 
aware more than ever of our 
own mortality. At his funer¬ 
al, we sat as a group close to 
the front of the assemblage 
in the gymnasium of PCHS. 

Darryl Ammerman 
played the organ softly as we 
gathered: Myron’s Mother, 
Mary McDaniel Doan, and 
family and close friends sat 
on the right hand side of the 
assemblage. Bearing with 
dignity the loss of one who 
meant so much to them, and 
as we found out, to many 
others from great distances. 
Approximately, 125 former 
cheerleaders from MSU were 
on the bleachers on the right 
hand side, dressed mainly in 
black and white. Altogether, 
approximately 300 persons 
attended, and careful plan¬ 
ning by Woodhead Funeral 
Home caused things to run 
smoothly. 

Myron was positioned at 
the opposite end of the gym 
from the main entrance, 
with some flowers and 
mementoes of his illustrious 
career tastefully flanking the 
coffin. 

Pastor Breeden told of his 
close relationship with 
Myron at Mt. Moriah Chris¬ 
tian Church, stating that an 
undisclosed illness with 
excruciating pain threatened 
his ministry and his life. The 
Church prayed fervently for 
him, and three days later the 
pain dissipated. He said that 
Myron was very influential 
in leading the prayers. He 
spoke lovingly of his relation 
with Myron, stating that 
Myron could be assertive 
when he needed to be; just a 
few days before his passing, 
he sent word to Pastor 
Breeden that the white doors 
to the remodeled church had 
to go. Janice and I drove by 
Mt. Moriah as we exited the 
funeral; the white doors were 
gone. 

Three representatives 
from the cheerleading corps 
related moving memories of 
Myron who built a power¬ 
house in cheerleading at 
MSU. Nineteen national 
championships! Amazing! 
One of the speakers said that 
Myron was comparable in 
cheerleading to Adolph 
Rupp in men’s basketball. 

Motivational, inspira¬ 
tional, attention to detail, 
disciplinarian, tough love; 
these and other superlatives 
laced their comments con¬ 
cerning Myron. Moreover, 
over arching everything that 
was said of him was his char¬ 
acter of caring. They had 
met a man who demanded 
in a kind but forceful way 
their best, and they had 
responded in kind. 

This cheerleading corps 
had a closeness, like old 
army buddies who have been 
in combat together and lived 
to tell the tale. One present¬ 
er, in concluding his remarks, 
loudly cleared his throat, 


something like “Harrumph!” 
And, those seated answered 
in kind, “Harrumph!” I took 
it that this was mimicry of 
Myron when he called them 
to attention for practice. 

Back to Pastor Breeden. 
He told of Myron’s love of 
Christmas. How he would 
decorate and redecorate, 
starting right after Thanks¬ 
giving. I recalled writing an 
article a couple of years past 
concerning a White Christ¬ 
mas which Falmouth Rotary 
conducted at the First Bap¬ 
tist Church in Falmouth. 
Myron said his Mother 
remarked to him how this 
article had helped her get in 
the Christmas spirit. Incon¬ 
sequential, perhaps, but 
Myron and I discussed this 
incident the last time I saw 
him alive. 

Shirley Merrill sang “It 
Is Well With My Soul.” Her 
rendition grabbed us and 
held us tight, punctuated by 
a voice breaking slightly at 
the end. And, Julie Utz 
accompanied herself on a 
guitar as she sang, “On the 
Other Side.” A new song to 
me but one that seemed 
entirely appropriate. 

I looked at my watch at 
2:10 p.m., as the service 
ended and we began to walk 
past the bier to pay our last 
respect to Myron. Lots of 
eyes were moist as we paused 
and then made a left turn to 
the foyer of the gym where 
many lingered, waiting for 
the casket, lingering because 
we felt like we were walking 
on holy ground. A sense of 
beauty and wholeness and 
reunion! 

Mark Aulick approached 
me and I said that Myron 
had touched so many and 
had served Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty so well in so many ways. 
“Yes,” he replied. “I did not 
realize that Myron had 
accomplished so much. He 
certainly did not toot his 
own horn!” Barbara Brown¬ 
ing standing nearby said, 
“And he never forgot his 
roots!” 

Those of us in the foyer 
waited much longer than we 
expected for Myron to be 
carried to the hearse just 
outside the entrance. We 
waited at least 15 minutes as 
the cheerleaders and his fam¬ 
ily said “Goodbye.” The 
cheerleaders then formed a 
auntlet thru which the 
ody was wheeled. A gaunt¬ 
let not unlike those which 
cheerleaders form on a bas¬ 
ketball floor for players to 
run thru on their way to 
warm up for a game, a fitting 
symbol for Myron who was 
best known for his work 
with cheering. 

A footnote to this funeral 
appears to encapsulate 
Myron’s legacy. A male 
cheerleader, as he paid his 
respect to Myron at his cas¬ 
ket, dropped his class ring on 
purpose onto the pillow that 
nestled Myron. He later told 
his fellow cheer mates that 
when he came to MSU, he 
had nothing, that Myron 
made sure that he received a 
scholarship and that he often 
gave him spending money, 
unbeknown to anyone but 
him and Myron. He said “I 
owe my life and my educa¬ 
tion to Myron. He deserves 
my class ring!” 

Rotary’s motto is SER¬ 
VICE before selfl Surely 
Myron Doan lived up to this 
ideal in the highest fashion!

State Property Tax Rate unchanged for 2014 


The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue has set the 
2014 State Real Property Tax 
Rate at 12.2 cents per $100 of 
assessed value. Kentucky 
Revised Statute 132.020 
requires the Department of 
Revenue to set the real prop¬ 
erty rate no later than July 1 
of each year. 


This rate is based on the 
revenue generated from the 
increase in taxable real prop¬ 
erty assessments from 2013 to 
2014. If the revenue increase 
is more than four percent 
after the exclusion of new 
property added to the tax roll 
during 2014, then the prior 
year rate must be reduced. 


Because the assessment 
increase for 2014 is estimated 
at 1.57 percent, the state rate 
will remain the same as the 
2013 rate, 12.2 cents per 
$100 of assessed value. 

All of the revenue gener¬ 
ated from the state property 
tax rate will go into the state’s 
General Fund. 


KSP warns of leaving children in cars on hot days 


The Kentucky State Police 
remind parents not to leave a 
child alone in a hot car as 
temperatures in the Bluegrass 
are on the rise. It may seem 
like common sense, but every 
year law enforcement agencies 
answer calls about unattended 
children in vehicles. The 
National Safety Council 
(NSC) reports that nine chil¬ 
dren have already died in 
2014 from being left in hot 
cars across the U.S. 

An ongoing study by San 
Francisco State University 
estimates that since 1998, 
there have been 615 heat¬ 
stroke deaths of children left 
in vehicles, an average of 38 
deaths per year. Most of those 
deaths were children under 
the age of two-years. 

In 2000, Kentucky passed 
“Bryans Law,” which makes a 
person liable for second- 
degree manslaughter or first- 
degree wanton endangerment 
for leaving a child younger 
than eight years of age in a 
motor vehicle where circum¬ 
stances pose a grave risk of 
death. The law was named 
after 11-month old Bryan 
Puckett, who died July 13, 
1999 after being left in a hot 
car by his babysitter. 

KSP spokesman Sgt. 
Michael Webb says most peo¬ 
ple know the dangers of leav¬ 
ing a child in a hot car, but 
each year these senseless trag¬ 
edies continue to occur. 

“A child’s body heats up 
three to five times faster than 
that of an adult,” says Webb. 
“The temperature inside a car 
can rise 19 degrees in 10 min¬ 


utes. Together, this can be 
deadly in a very short period 
of time.” 

Kentucky’s last reported 
death from a child being left 
in a car was during 2012 in 
Louisville. The NSC reports 
that 44 children died last year 
from vehicular heatstroke in 
the U.S. 

Webb offers the following 
safety tips: 

• Never leave a child in an 
unattended car, even with the 
windows down. 

• Be sure that all occu¬ 
pants leave the vehicle when 
unloading. Don’t overlook 
sleeping babies. 

• Always lock your car. If a 
child is missing, check the car 
first, including the trunk. 
Teach your children that vehi¬ 
cles are never to be used as a 


play area. 

• Keep a stuffed animal in 
the car seat and when the 
child is put in the seat place 
the animal in the front with 
the driver as a reminder. 

• Place your purse or brief¬ 
case in the back seat as a 
reminder that you have your 
child in the car. 

• Make ‘look before you 
leave’ a routine whenever you 
get out of the car. 

Webb says while a person 
will face criminal charges for 
leaving a child in a car, the 
pain and guilt from making 
such a mistake will last far 
longer. 

KSP asks citizens to keep 
an eye out for children left in 
vehicles on hot days and to 
call 911 if they think the 
occupant is in danger.

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Myths and facts about lightning 

Be a good sport at the State Fair 
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Myth: Lightning never 
strikes the same place twice. 

Fact: Lightning often 
strikes the same place 
repeatedly, especially if its a 
tall, pointy, isolated object. 
The Empire State Building 
is hit nearly 100 times a 
year. 

Myth: If it’s not raining 
or there aren’t clouds over¬ 
head, you’re safe from light¬ 
ning. 

Fact: Lightning often 
strikes more than three 
miles from the center of the 
thunderstorm, far outside 
the rain or thunderstorm 
cloud. “Bolts from the blue” 
can strike 10 to 15 miles 
from the thunderstorm. 

Myth: Rubber tires on a 
car protect you from light¬ 
ning by insulating you from 
the ground. 

Fact: Most cars are safe 
from lightning, but it is the 
metal roof and metal sides 
that protect you, NOT the 
rubber tires. Remember, 
convertibles, motorcycles, 
bicycles, open-shelled out¬ 
door recreational vehicles 
and cars with fiberglass 
shells offer no protection 
from lightning. When light¬ 
ning strikes a vehicle, it goes 
through the metal frame 
into the ground. Don’t lean 
on car doors during a thun¬ 
derstorm. 

Myth: When a lightning 
victim is electrified, you will 
get electrocuted if you touch 
them. 

Fact: The human body 
does not store electricity. It 
is perfectly safe to touch a 
lightning victim to give 
them first aid. This is the 
most chilling of lightning 
myths. Imagine if someone 
died because people were 
afraid to give CPR. 

Myth: If you are outside 
in a thunderstorm, you 
should seek shelter under a 
tree to stay dry. 

Fact: Being underneath a 
tree is the second leading 
cause of lightning casualties. 
Better to get wet than to get 
fried. 

Myth: If you are in a 
house, you are 100 percent 
safe from lightning. 

Fact: A house is a safe 
place to be during a thun¬ 
derstorm as long as you 
avoid anything that con¬ 


ducts electricity. This means 
staying off corded phones, 
electrical appliances, wires, 
TV cables, computers, 
plumbing, metal doors and 
windows. Windows are haz¬ 
ardous for two reasons: 
wind generated during a 
thunderstorm can blow 
objects into the window, 
breaking it and causing glass 
to shatter and second, in 
older homes, in rare instanc¬ 
es, lightning can come in 
cracks in the sides of win¬ 
dows. 

Myth: If thunderstorms 
threaten while you are out¬ 
side playing a game, it is 
okay to finish it before seek¬ 
ing shelter. 

Fact: Many lightning 
casualties occur because 
people do not seek shelter 
soon enough. No game is 
worth death or lifelong inju¬ 
ries. Seek proper shelter 
immediately if you hear 
thunder. Adults are respon¬ 
sible for the safety of chil¬ 
dren. 

Myth: Structures with 
metal or metal on the body 
(jewelry, cell phones, MP3 
players, watches, etc.) attract 
lightning. 

Fact: Height, pointy 
shape and isolation are the 
dominant factors control¬ 
ling where a lightning bolt 
will strike. The presence of 
metal makes absolutely no 
difference on where light¬ 
ning strikes. Mountains are 
made of stone but get struck 
by lightning many times a 
year. When lightning threat¬ 
ens, take proper protective 
action immediately by seek¬ 
ing a safe shelter, don’t waste 
time removing metal. While 
metal does not attract light¬ 
ning, it does conduct it so 
stay away from metal fences, 
railing, bleachers, etc. 

Myth: If I’m trapped 
outside and lightning is 
about to strike, I should lie 
flat on the ground. 

Fact: Lying flat increases 
your chance of being affect¬ 
ed by potentially deadly 
ground current. If you are 
caught outside in a thunder¬ 
storm, keep moving toward 
a safe shelter.

The Kentucky State Fair 
is quickly approaching, and 
it will be time for 4-H’ers 
to compete for state live¬ 
stock awards. The 4-H live¬ 
stock shows are some of the 
most widely recognized and 
anticipated events of the 
fair. While these competi¬ 
tions are meant to be a fun, 
learning experience for 
4-H’ers, some get caught 
up in the competitive spirit 
of the event, which can 
cause anger and disappoint¬ 
ment if a young person or 
animal doesn’t place as high 
as expected. 

Judging is not an exact 
science. Judges are chosen 
because they have very 
extensive background in 
their specific species. They 
are breeders, producers and 
industry professionals. 
However, there is no “per¬ 
fect” way to judge a live¬ 
stock show. Judges have 
criteria to follow for each 
show, but some judges may 
emphasize certain criteria 
over others. The important 
thing is for the judge to 
remain consistent. Youth 
must be “good sports” and 
gracefully accept the judge’s 
decision. 

Judges look for different 
things in showmanship and 
non-showmanship livestock 
classes. In showmanship 
classes, judges focus on the 
appearance of the animal 
and the 4-H’er, the animal’s 
behavior and the youth’s 
ability to control the ani¬ 
mal. In the non-showman- 
ship classes, emphasis is 
placed solely on the animal 
and how close it comes to 
its species’ standard. 

Showmanship classes 
are a chance for youth to 
exhibit all the hard work 
they have put into getting 
an animal prepared for the 
show. Young people com¬ 
pete against other 4-H’ers 
that are around their same 
age. This competition is 
not based on who has the 
most impressive animal 
physically, but if the animal 
is clean and properly 
groomed. Judges also evalu¬ 
ate the animal’s behavior, 
and in dairy and beef, if it 
demonstrates the correct 
demeanor and how well the 
youth is able to lead or con¬ 


trol the animal in the show

Judges for non-show¬ 
manship classes focus solely 
on the animal’s physical 
conformation. In the 
breeding animal classes, 
animals are grouped based 
on the animal’s age or 
weight. Breeding animals 
are judged according to 
how close they mirror the 
breed or species standards. 
Standard specifications are 
spelled out by the breed 
and species’ associations. In 
market animal classes, ani¬ 
mals are typically grouped 
based on weight and judged 
according to how closely 
they match the “ideal” mar¬ 
ket animal for that species. 
The criteria typically evalu¬ 
ated in market animals 
include muscling, leanness, 
growth and feet and leg 
structure. 

As 4-H’ers across the 
state gear up for the Ken¬ 
tucky State Fair livestock 
shows, youth and parents 
should remember the life 
skills 4-H’ers learn while 
raising and preparing an 
animal for the shows are far 
more important than the 
outcome. For more infor¬ 
mation on livestock judg¬ 
ing and 4-H livestock 
shows at the Kentucky State 
Fair, contact the Pendleton 
County Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service. 


Give young ones a good start 


Recent findings indicate 
that even infants and tod¬ 
dlers are now at risk for 
becoming obese. Current 
national figures for infants 
and toddlers show that one 
in 10 is overweight, and 
more than 20 percent of 
children between the ages 
two and five are already 
overweight or obese. 

Early obesity can lead to 
adult overweight or obesity 
and the chronic diseases that 
stem from weight manage¬ 
ment issues. Reversing this 
alarming trend is critical for 
parents or care-givers to 
ensure health for children as 
they grow up. Recommen¬ 
dations include the follow¬ 
ing: 

Be a role model by eat¬ 
ing and enjoying healthful 
foods. 

Offer nutrient-dense 
foods. 

Limit or avoid sugary 
drinks, including soda and 
juice. 

Reduce fast food meals; 
choose healthy options 
instead. 

Provide milk and water 
with meals and/or in 
between. 

Eat home-cooked meals 
so that calories and ingredi¬ 
ents are better controlled. 

Serve healthful snacks 
such as fruits, raw vegetables 
and nuts. 

Allow occasional treats. 


Serve small portions; 
learn the serving size of dif¬ 
ferent foods. 

Follow a schedule for 
meals. 

Active play, at any age, 
along with diet, is impor¬ 
tant to well-being and over¬ 
all health. Even infants need 
time for free floor play with 
appropriate supervision to 
stimulate their movements, 
develop coordination and 
strengthen muscles. Every 
day, caregivers should 
encourage toddlers to be 
active so they develop good 
habits of playing and exer¬ 
cising that will carry over as 
they grow older. Children 
also must get enough sleep; 
lack of sleep is a risk factor 
for obesity. Caregivers and 
parents should limit screen 
time and instead encourage 
activity. 

And caregivers should 
remember that diets are not 
the answer, particularly for 
children. Instead, help chil¬ 
dren establish healthy eating 
habits and an active lifestyle 
from the start.

Directions: 

Mix sugar, cornstarch, 
and water until smooth. 
Bring to a boil. Cook and 
stir for two minutes or until 
thickened. Remove from 
heat. Stir in gelatin until 
dissolved. Arrange strawber¬ 
ries in pre-baked pie crust. 
Pour mixture over berries. 
Refrigerate until set. This 
pie freezes well too. 


U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) Ken¬ 
tucky Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) Executive Director 
John W. McCauley reminds 
agricultural producers that 
July 15, 2014 is the deadline 
to file an acreage report for 
spring seeded crops. Planted 
acres must be reported to 
FSA by July 15, 2014. The 
Agricultural Act of 2014 
(2014 Farm Bill) requires 
producers on a farm to sub¬ 
mit annual acreage reports 
on all cropland. 

“Although some federal 
farm program enrollments 
have not yet started, timely 
acreage reports for all crops 
and land uses, including 
prevented and failed acreage 
that producers submit to 
their local FSA office, are 
important to ensure pro¬ 
gram eligibility,” said 
McCauley. 

Acreage reports to FSA 
are considered timely filed 
when completed by the 
applicable final crop report¬ 
ing deadline, which may 
vary from state to state. 
Perennial forage crops 
intended for grazing or hay¬ 
ing were required to be 
reported last fall, whereas 
perennial forage crops with 
an intended use of cover 
only, green manure, left 


standing, or seed, must be 
reported by July 15. 

Although July 15 is the 
most common deadline to 
report acreage for spring 
seeded crops, this date may 
be different in locations 
with climates that are warm¬ 
er or cooler than average. 
Producers should contact 
their county FSA office if 
they are uncertain about 
acreage reporting deadlines. 
McCauley said that failed 
acreage must be reported 
before the disposition of the 
crop and that prevented 
acreage must be reported 
within 15 calendar days 
after the final planting date 
for the applicable crop. 

For questions on this or 
any FSA program, includ¬ 
ing specific crop reporting 
deadlines and planting 
dates, producers should 
contact their county FSA 
office or seek information 
online at www.fsa.usda.gov.
